IS HITLER FALTERING? 
Those who feel that Germany will 
avoid war as long as possible will 
be comforted by what Paul Mallon 
said in The Constitution Tuesday 
about conditions in the reich. 
He predicts that— 


The high tide of Hitler seems to 
have been reached. Evidence is accu- 
mulating that the army general staff 
has the strongest hand on the reins 
of power, also that the Nazi party 
and Hitler are no longer synonymous. 
With his control over all the avenues 
of expression of popular opinion, it is 
difficult to ascertain the extent of his 
popular weakness, although his eco- 
nomic weakness is obvious. A 
German-made war is extremely un- 
likely, but a collapse of Nazism only 
a matter of time. 

If the Hitler tide is ebbing, it is 
obvious that his failure to make 
good in economic terms has materi- 
ally affected his standing with the 
German people. It was what seemed 
to be renewed prosperity after he 
took charge of affairs which en- 
abled him to consolidate his posi- 
tion. 

For a while, indeed, a new eco- 
nomic order was apparently at hand. 
Then came disillusionment. Put- 
ting men to work in labor battalions 
or in arms-making factories pro- 
duced a show of activity. But fun- 
damentally the German economy 
was deteriorating. 

As matters stand, save for the 
barter arrangement the reich has 
worked out with a few countries, it 
is shut out of world trade and 
Stands today without exchange and 
without any capacity as a customer 
or a seller. 

The upshot is that the masses 
of the German people are in a 
wretched plight and that the gov- 
ernment, to prevent a complete dis- 
closure of the miscarriage of its 
economic program, is being driven 
to most desperate resorts in many 
directions. All of Dr. Schacht’s 
necromancy has availed little except 
to postpone a day of reckoning. 

Meanwhile, resentment is. rising 
in many quarters, while dissension 
among Nazi party leaders can no 
longer be concealed. Already pre- 
dictions have been made that under 
army leadership a monarchy will be 
re-established before long as an 
escape from Nazi misrule. 

Are we to assume that a nation 
in this plight will not risk going to 
war, or is there enough explosive- 
ness in the German situation to en- 
able Hitler, Goering and the others 
to launch a war as the last stroke 
of despair?

OSHKOSH, Wis.—The picture of 
Oshkosh, the town with the name that 
causes so much hilarity, where my 
train stopped for a minute to get a 
drink, was quite up to expectations.

Chicago is less cosmopolitan than 
New York.

Chicago ‘Slam’ honest but ex-

pride, a Jerseyman by the uame of 
Vincent disputes the recent assertion 
of these dispatches that Chicago is 
the worst city in the matter of mis- 
government, graft and the absence of 
civic conscience among the citizens. 
Mr. Vincent nominates Jersey City 
under Frank Hague for this honor, 
and complains of a big debt, exorbi- 
tant costs of government, a political 
judiciary, high taxes and the suspen- 
sion of constitutional rights. 

Jersey City has her points, to be 
sure, and I would be the last one to 
run down any man’s town, but the 
fact remains that Jersey City is really 
a model city by comparison with my 
old home town of Chicago. Why in 
Chicago they don’t worry about the 
cost of government at all, because they 
don’t even know what the costs are, 
because they don’t keep books. -Most- 
ly they just make memorandums on 
scratch paper and leave them around 
any old where or jot the figures down 
on the walls like the dingbats and 
phone numbers that you see scribbled 
in telephone booths. 

If somebody gets officjous, demaud- 
ing to know something about some 
particular phase of the city’s finances, 
they point to a pile of old scratch 
papers or the figures on the wall and 
say, “There it is, brother, help your- 
self.” Of course, they keep some 
books, but they are mostly full of tele-

TARTING out to write the story of 
an automobile that is completely 


new from front bumper to 


stream- 


lined tail light is like launching a 
history of automotive engineering. 


Every fender, valve or brake, every 
graceful contour is a story in itself, 
and behind each story is another tale 


of engineering achievement. 


So it is with the new Buick for 1937. 


I find myself tempted to discourse in 
detail upon each impressive feature. All of them play im- 


portant parts in the making 


of a modern motor car. All 


have important bearing on its performance, beauty and 
comfort. Space limitations, however, make it necessary 
to confine this report to a brief description of the car’s 
performance and a few of its more important new features. 


Test on Raceway 


The model selected for the test trip was a two-door series 
60 Century sedan. This is the ‘medium’ car of the Buick line 
for 1937, the others being the 40 series, which is slightly 
smaller, and the 80 and 90 series, both of which are larger. 


The Century series has a wheelbase of 126 inches and 
is powered by a 130-horsepower, valve-in-head Buick 


straight-eight engine. 


Our proving ground was the famous Roosevelt Raceway, 
built on the old Roosevelt Field at Westbury, L. I. Here 
the world’s finest racing drivers recently found the four- 
mile course a stiff test for even the specially built racing 


cars. The new Buick 60 was 
tortuous road-racing course.

With my associate, Dave Preston, holding the stop watch, 
I “gave her the gun” on the all-too-brief three-quarter 
mile straightaway. Those 130 mechanical horses under 


the hood did the trick in no 


uncertain terms, reaching 40 


miles an hour in eight seconds from a standing start, 60 in 
second gear in 1614 seconds and 80 in high gear in 32% 
seconds. Probably an expert could do better, but I found 
all the get-away, pickup and speed I could use, with some- 


thing to spare. 


In Pouring Rain 


Incidentally, these tests were made in a pouring rain, with 
the track in such condition that certain portions of it could 
not be used at all. The surface is built for racing, not for 


touring, and the bumps are plentiful. 


The next test was made on the curves. We tried one 
gingerly at 30 miles an hour. That was all right, so we 
tried 40, then 45 and 50. In each case the new Buick stabi- 
lizers held the car on an even keel and the turns were 
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B sseecing along the famous Roosevelt Raceway, the 
new Buick 60 steps out at 86 miles an hour on the three- 
quarter mile straightaway, during the test run conducted 
by Don Short and Dave Preston 


Rounding a sharp turn > 
on the raceway at 50 miles an 
hour, the new Buick 60 dem- 
onstrates its ability to hold

could have taken the curves faster if desired. 
Top speed on the straightaway was 86 miles an hour.* 


Preston drove the car back to New York and found, 
as I had, that it was difficult to realize when he had 
reached the legal speed limit of 40 miles an hour on the 
Grand Central Parkway. The motor was smooth at all 
speeds and bumps in the road were imperceptible. 


Zooms Over Hill 


The following day we tried

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


WHEN FLOOD WATERS RISE. 
I1I—Flood Control. 

People living alongside the Missis- 
sippi river have placed great trust 
in their levees. They know these walls 
of earth sometimes gite way under 
flood pressure, but they have not 
found better protection. 


A “sand boil” behind a levee. 


Whatever we may think of the val- 
ue of levees, it is plain that they do 
not answer the whole flood problem. 
They sometimes help save people be- 
tween Cairo, Ill., and the Gulf of 
Mexico, but they do nothing to keep 
flood waters from rising in the first 
place. 

Millions of dollars have been spent 
in flood control, a great deal of it on 


Experts have studied plans of many 
kinds, and they do not all agree on 
the best ways to stop disaster before 
it happens. 

One plan is known as “reforesta- 
tion.” In many sections the land is 
bare where once grew forests. 
the clear-

water and melting snow. Reforesta-

tent, but there may be a great deal 
more of it in the future. 

Perhaps something can be gained 
by thinking back over the history of 
our continent. Thousands and thous- 
ands of years ago, great. glaciers 
spread over large sections of North 
America. The glaciers - “dumped” 
boulders, gravel and other debris in 
thousands of places, often damming 
rivers and causing lakes to form. Gla- 
cier-made lakes are common in Can- 
ada and in some northerly parts of 
the United States. 

As we look back over history, we 
find that most important floods on 
our continent have taken place in 
regions which have few, if any, gla- 
cier-made lakes. Does this mean any- 
thing? 

Nearly all lakes are broad parte of 
rivers. We may say they are river- 
flooded regions which have kept their 
water, Rivers flow itno them and out 
of them again. The outflowing river 
sometimes has a different name than 
the inflowing, but in a sense it is 
really the same river in many cases. 

When a river at high water flows 
into a good-sized lake, it raises the 
level of the lake, but cannot suddenly 
raise it a great deal. In this way, 
floods are halted which might take 
place if the river did not have to flow 
through the lake. 

In the past certain rivers have been 
dammed in order to make artificial 
lakes, and some engineers believe thie 
will prove the best way to settle the 
food problm. FEiven a great river in 
flood would be slowed down if it had 
to fiow through several lakes.

BILLION HOUSING. BILL 
INCLUDING SLUM IDEA, 
IS GIVEN TO CONGRESS 


Provides for Loans To Aid 
Local Authorities in Low- 
Rent Building. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—(P)— 
Benator Wagner, Democrat, N. 
and Representative Stegall, Democrat, 
Alabama, submitted to congress to- 
day a $1,000,000,000 four-year low 
rent housing and slum clearance pro- 
gram, claiming indorsement of many 
“sectors of the federal government.” 

It embodies “in improved form,” 
they added, the major provisions of 
the housing bill which passed the 
senate last year but failed in the 
house. 

The measure provides, for federal] 
loans and grants to assist local author- 
ities in developing low rent housing 
and slum clearance projects for fami- 
lies of smal! incomes. 

It proposes a $1,000,000,000 bond 
iasue and a federal contributions of 
$50,000,000 during the four years, 

Fistimating S300.000,.000 of non-fed- 
@ral loans would be available, the au- 
thors said this would provide for 375,- 
000 family dwelling units at $4,000 
each. 

Fstablishment of a 
Btates Housing Authority, they said, 
“will enable the President to gather 
under one roof the scattered organiza- 
tions now empowered to engage in 
housing.” 

The Reconstruction Finayce Corpo- 
ration and the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, they contended, “can do 
no more than facilitate the financing 
of homes for people who can afford 
bomes and who have credit standing.” ?

2-YEAR HilarlWAY PLAN 
I PROPOSED BY DEEN 


Georgian Asks $300,000,- 
000, Without Requiring 
States To Match Funds. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—()— 
Representative Braswell Deen, Alma, 
Ga., Democrat, asked congress today 
to appropriate $300,000,000 for a na- 
tional road improvement program 
without requiring states to match fed- 
eral expenditures. 

The measure would’ approprniate 
$125,000,000 each for the next two 
fiscal years for regular highway im- 
provements and construction, with the 
agricultural secretary authorized to 
apportion the funds to the states as 
in previous federal aid programs, but 
without requiring state contribution. 

The bill also would appropriate $25,- 
000,000 annually for the next two fis- 
cal years for a similar federal aid 
pian for secondary feeder roads, farm- 
to-market roads, mail routes and pub- 
lic school bus routes. 

Grants made to states under the 
measure could be used by states to 
match federal road allocations hereto- 
fore apportioned to the states but 
which required state contribution.
